Up to that date a certain stagnation 


had reigned over the front and a thin line of Terri- 
torials had been all that was necessary to maintain 
the defence. Although perfectly aware that an attack 
was imminent, there had been for some time a certa’n 
doubt in the niinds of the French staff as to its actual 
objective. In the days immediately preceding Febru- 
ary 21 this had been to a great extent cleared up, and 
the onslaught was expected against the salient, al- 
though, apart from steps to meet the expected situa- 
tion, the line itself was not reinforced. Thus three 
divisions of French ‘Territorials found themselves 
pitted against fourteen of the opposing forces. Artillery 
as it turned out was to be one of the main features of 
the German attack. Guns were massed literally 
wheel to wheel, the smallest shell being in the nature 
of a 4-inch. The positions were, in fact, to be won 
by artillery, and then quietly occupied by the infantry. In four days the 
Germans expected to be in Verdun.

garbed in the official fashion of tht 
Hanoverian days, the Prime Minister 
in heavily gold-braided Windsor suit, 
the Lord Justi of the Supreme 
Court in their scarlet and ermine 
robes, foreign diplomats and consular 
officers wearing uniforms of their 
corps and their breasts aglitter with 
high orders, further enhanced the 
brilliance of the senate chamber 
which was ablaze with the color of 
ladies’ dresses and the variegated 
scarlets and blues of military and na- 
val attaches 
The pageantry of the opening 
which sets in motion all the manifold 
activities of Ottawa's social season, ks 
one of the most gorgeous spectacies of 
Canadian life, and, far from diminsh- 
ing, each year shows it increasing 
both in dignity and color 
The Footguards 
At 2.45 p.m. the guard of honor ar- 


rived. This comprised three officers 
aud 100 men from the Governor- 
General's Footguards, commanded by 


Major G G. Chrysler, MC., V.D., an 
original company comynander of the 
end Canadian Infantry Battalion, C.B, 


¥. The guards carried the King’s 
color, Garbed in their scarlet tunics 
and blue trousers, and wearing their 
khaki greatcoats and bearskins, they 


took post on Parliament Hill fronting 
the main entrance. At the same hour 
the thrilling notes of the great caril- 
lon rang out as John Skillicorn, as- 
sistant carilloneur, played to the vast 
throngs assembled on the hill 

A few minutes before three o'clock 
the booming of artillery heralded the 
arrival of His Excellency, as the guns 
rvared out the vice-regal salute, Pre- 
ceded by a detachment of Dragoons, 
whose lances glittered in the bright 
sunlight, their pennons fluttering 
gaily in the light breeze, the Gover- 
nor-General drove up to the main en- 
trance and there received the royal 
salute, Immediately afterwards he 
entered the parliament buildings and 
the procession up the Hall of Fame 
began. The aides-de-camp to His 
Excellency traversed the hall with 
slow and measured tread, leading the 
column to the senate chamber, There 
the ceremonies opened
